MURDER TRIAL. 


SON’S COMMENTS ON

SUSTIFIES CRIME AS BEING 
CHINESE CUSTOM. 


YOUNG GIRL CHARGED. 


Giving evidence at the 
Criminal Sessions this morning 
at the trial of a girl for the 
murder of her father-in-law at a 
village near Au Tau, the son of 
the dead man justified the crime, 
saying that Chinese  custojn 
demanded the death of a man 
guilty of Indecently assaulting: a 
female relative. 

The case came before the acting 
Chief fustice and a juty, the ace 
cused being Pon Ghiu-ling. She is 
charged with the murder of her 
father-in-law, Cheung Yau-pak, at 
Sheuny Tae village, Au Tau, on 
the evening of September 1, this 
year, The widow, Tang Yung, is 
also charged with the murder, but 
her case ia to be heard separately.

POWERS OF DETENTION 
; QUESTIONED. 


The authority of the officers of 
the Imports and Exports Depart- 
ment to detain allogcd offenders 
against the Reyente * Regulations 
wna questioned by) Mr. M, K. Lo, 
who appeared before Mr. Lindsell, 
at_the..Central Magistfacy yestcr- 
day afternoon, to defend the pro- 
prictor and aze fu of the Shing Meo 
Wo Distillery at Lycemun, accused 
of fniling to record in thelr books 
certain quantities of mush, : 

Mr. J. D. Loyd, Superintendent 
pf Importa and Exports nppeared 
for the prosecution, and explained 
that the defendants were alleged 
to hnve attempted to defraud the re- 
venue by not accounting. for n cer- 
tain amount of spirit—without 
making any record of molasses set 
to ferment and of spirit so distilled, 
The method ndopted, as in ally 
similar cases, was to put extra mash 
to ferment after the revenue officer 
had made hia visit to the distillery, 
and then not make any record of the 
extra mash thus set. 

Evidence was called and Mr. 
H. A. Taylor, Government Monopoly 
Analyst, was cross-cxamined as to 
the detention of the two defendants. 
Witneas said that after his visit 
and his discovery of the difference 
in the condition of the molasses 
from what he would have expected 
from the entries in the ‘book, he 
conducted the ‘deferflants around 
the premises to point out what the 
officers had seen. The defendants 
were in custody in that they were 
detained, but it was not until the 
party was leaving that the men were 
actually placed in custody and told 
to nccompnny. the officers to Hong- 
kong. The two men were kept at 
the Importa and Exports office 
throughout that night and charged 
the following day. 


What Authority? 


Mr. Lo asked on what authority 
the men had been detained at the 
Imports and Exports office, and wit- 
ness replied that he had acted un- 
der the instructions of Mr. Lloyd, 
the Superintendent, ‘Witness In- 
timated that he thought there was 
legal authority for hia netion. It 
had been done in the past, and ne 
thought it was all right. 

Mr. io asked for the production 
of the authority allowing prisoners 
to be detained at private ‘houses. 

Mr. Taylor: The Imports and 
Exports office is not a private house ; 
it is n Police Station. ‘ 

iis Worshtp asked’ Mr. Lloyd If 
there was authority on that point. 

The Superintendent replied that he 
was not capable of going Into that 
point, but when the Imports and 
Exports office was constructed the 
Government constructed two cells 
especially for the detention of pri- 
soners for the usual 24 hours, be- 
fore being brought to Court. |

In commenting yesterday upon 
the wheat quota system, which 
has apparently made a favourable 
impression on the British Govern- 
ment and the overseas delegates 
to the Government, 
suggested that it was scarcely the 
type of project to which we 
should expect Labour to commit 
itself, We had in mind the point 
thal the Government has been at 
particular pains to oppose Protec- 
tion for the reason that it-would 
put up food. prices at Home, and 
the further point that this is pre- 
cisely what may happen if the 
wheat quota system is adopted. 
The aystem, it may be noted, is 
just as keenly approved by — the 
Conservat'ses a: it is by the Doml- 
nion Premiers; indeed, Mr. Bald- 
win definitely committed himaclf 
to it in his reeent statement of 
policy. a

When we come to analyse the 
system as it would operate as be- 
tween Lhe Mother Country and the 
Dominions, there would appear to 
be every ground for thinking that 
it would result in higher bread 
prices in the Old Country. In 
this connexion, it has been pointed 
out that England produces only 
about 18 per cent, of her annual 
wheat consumption, and has — to 
import the rest, and during re- 
cent years mare wheat hne conte 
trom foreign sources than, fron 
the Dominions, [In 1929, for ex- 
ample, only 31 per cent. of — the 
total supply came from Empire 
sources, while, approximately: - 50 
per cent, came from foreign coun: 

‘This lurge extra-Imperial 
import occurred because it was 
cheaper and of equally ood 
quality. So that “under existing 


conditions, an increased import of ; 


Empire wheat can only be effected 
by payitig a higher. price. to the 
Canadian ant Auatralin farmers. 
This incrense ‘would, inevitably be 
passed on to the congumer in the 
form of higher bread ‘prices. In 
other words, a whent quota asys- 
tom must mean that cheap wheat 
Is to be ‘excluded: in -favour of 3 
costly system of: guaranteed home 
prices and Imperial prefdrences. 
Economie considerations come Jn 
here. As one writer has asked, 
seeing that, England. ,has to .im- 
port about 80 por cont. of its 
wheat, is it worth while to fostor 
an unimportant and ‘uneconomic 


production for the anko of one or 
two million.tons more per annum 
at an fnereased cost? The fact 
would appear to -be that wheat- 
growing In the Old Country is,.in 
the maln, a wasto of cnorgy,. and 
that far better results could be 
obtalned — by concentrating on 
other branches of agricultura 
which are not in need of artificial 
stimuli such as subsidies, quotas 
or import boards. Farmers are 
paying very little. attention to 
wheat production, as is shown by 
the faet that its aren is declining 
rapidly and-its annual value even 
more so, This fact should be 
contrasted with the other that the 
value of other agricultural pro- 
duce is being sténdily malntained 
in the region of £230,000,000 ax 
compared with about £12,000,000 
tor wheat crops.

, Tho, present. Interest in the 


Dolgelly-gold-aren-brings-to-mind- 


tho fact that gold mining in Gréat 
Hritain is by no means limited to 
North. Wales. The Devon and 
Cornwall gold deposits, both reef 
and alluvial, were considered suffi- 
clently remunerative to be exten- 
sively worked between the reigns 
of Henry I, and James I. 
Numerous grants and patents 
exist issucd during this perfod. 
In 1564 some German mining fin- 
anclers were granted the monopoly 
to seek and recover gold in Eng- 
Jand, Wales and freland within 
the pale. This was confirmed and 
wmnplified by James L, and became 
the Chartar of the Royal Mines 
Company, which existed and claim- 
ed the right to all roynl, ie. gold, 


motal until the middle of tho laat 
century. : 

To come to moro recent times. 
In tho edrly part of Inat contury 

gold was profitably mined by Sir 
Thomas Hawkins at Ladock in 
Cornwall. Gold bearing velns 
occur at Grampound; here a nug- 
get of over 16dwts. was found, 

In 1846 gold was discovered at 
st.Teath, and In 1862 gold bearlag 
quartz, velns “were Jocated’ In 
Helaton, In most of the streams 
flowing south, small nuggets are 
not™ uncommon. One _ 
Zoz. was found at Cannon. 


Devonshire Mines. . 


The existence of gold in Devon 
han been known for many cen- 
turie®. In the beginning of the 
Nineteenth Century a miner named 
Wellington discovered old ot 
Shepston, in South Devon. He 
aold gold to the value of ovor £40 
to a allversmith in Plymouth; he 
never disclosed the location of his 
find, ond hin secret died with him. 

North Molton is the principal 
auriferous district In Devon. Here 
are the Britannin and Poltlmore 
mines, now closed down; they 
contained payable ore. A trial 
run of 20 tons yielded 264202. of 

gold, The total value of gold pro- 
duced at Poltimore in 1853 waa 
£681,

The company 
mado a net profit of £39,729 in 
1900, and a dividoand of 60 per cent. 
was pald. The shares mounted 
high on the Stock Exchange, How- 
ever, this happy state of affairs 
did not last long—the rich ore 
shoot petered out and the company 
ceased operations amid on good deal 
of recrimination.

MINIATURE. 


EMPIRE DELEGATES 
IMPRESSED. 


“MOBILE FORTRESSES 


“London, Oct. 20, 
‘A Tank “Derby” for-all weighta, 


under handicap ~ conditions, a 
gymkhana for tho younger mom- 
bers of, the Tank family, a atub- 
bornly ‘contested’ battle controll- 
vd by rad{o-telephony, and girdor 
and pantoon bridging. Theso were 
the salfont features of an excel 
lontly staged War Office demons- 
tration witnessed on Saturday, ot 
Aldershot and Camberley, by dele- 
gates to the Imperial Conference, 

The progress made in placing 
tho Army on wheels behind sheats 
of stool, and the inventive gentua 
behind the mechanical and sclenti- 
fic devices which enable this 
model Army literally to ‘go any- 
where and do anything,” filled tho 
visitors with wondere But {t was 
not all petrol ond. armour, 
Cavalry and infantry (thought by 
some who have become obsesscd 
with the machine, to be obsoles- 
cent) were there, and played an 
{mportant although inconspicuous 
part. 

Shock actlon {s no: longet the 
primary role of mounted men. 
They are now ‘employed on re- 
connaissance, scouting, flank 
movementa, and dismounted work, 
Thore are still places where horse 
and foot soldfera are the most 
mobile troops. Those who  wit- 
nessed the “fight” must have’ 
realised this. 

The spectators were accommo- 
dated in a grandstand on the 
fringe of the’ Long Valley, the 

place of many “battles” under the 
oid order. They were actually in 
the firing Hine where the discharge 
of the 3.7 howitzers operating in 
“elose support” made the earth 
tremble, 


Engincering Marvels, 


It was a small scale battle in 
which all the component parts of 
‘the intricate and powerful _ma- 
chine were thrown into the fight.
